ETRUSCAN SECRET SOLVED. 

Vincenzo Fioroni, a chemist, of Cor- 
neto Tarquinia, has rediscovered the 
process used in the manufacture of an- 
cient Etruscan vases, after extensive re- 
searches. He found the old clay pits 
used by the Etruscan potters and made a 
I mixture of clay ruddle, securing the color 
and lightness of the old ware. Then ex- 
periments were made in baking. A com- 
position of black varnish pigments was 
used for painting and was entirely suc- 
cessful. 

Experts consider his ware identical, 
apart from its age, with the original 
specimens in the museum at Corneto Tar- 
quinia.

This 
comprises various works of art and 
vertu of the fifteenth and sixteenth cen- 
turies. The first part of the collection, 
which included works of art and pic- 
tures of the eighteenth century, was 
sold last June and realized a total of 
L600,000f. 



AN ANTIQUE STUDY. 



The exquisite study that we illus- 
trate on this page is the work of 
Raphael. It is in sepia on vellum, 
6ix5f, and is the original study for 
his picture on "Entombment" in the 
Borghese Palace. The Hebrew char- 
acters are from the Gospel commencing, 
"He went to Pilate and begged the 
body of Jesus!" Joseph of Arimathaea 
is shown at the head of a hewn tomb, 
while the disciples, Peter and John, 
lower the body by means of a cloth. 
In the foreground, Magdalene kneels 
to kiss the feet of the dead Saviour. 

The drawing was exhibited at the 
Yorkshire Fine Art Exhibition, York, 
England, in 1866, and has been en- 
graved by Volpate. 



ART LUNETTES COMING. 



Gilbert White, the New York artist, 
has completed in his Paris studio the 
decorations for the State Capitol at 
Frankfort, Ky. They consist of two 
lunettes, which measure 11 by 12 feet. 

They represent the exploration of 
Kentucky by Daniel Boone and its pur- 
chase from the Cherokee Indians by the 
Transylvania Company. Mr. White's 
work has been highly admired by the 
critics here as being good examples of 
mural art.

GREATEST WEDGWOOD FIND. 



Dr. George Charles Williamson, the 
noted . expert on miniature paintings, 
while searching for works of art recently 
obtained evidence of the probable exist- 
ence of the once famous dinner service 
made by Josiah Wedgwood in 1774 for 
the Empress Catherine of Russia... The 
service was supposed to have been lost. 

Inquiries at the Wedgwood works and 
elsewhere only confirmed the story that 
the service had been lost, but Dr. Wil- 
liamson was not convinced. 

Pie got the Czar personally interested, 
with the result that he caused a thor- 
ough seach to be made and 800 of the 
1,000 or so of the original pieces were 
found in a storeroom at the Peterhof 
Palace. 

The Czar has lent Dr. Williamson part 
of the find for exhibition in London. The 
service was probably Wedgwood's most 
famous work. 

It made a sensation in London, where 
it was exhibited before it was sent to 
Catherine. Dr. Williamson is producing 
a book on the service, with photographs. 
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LONDON LETTER. 



London, October 13, 1909. 
At the formal opening of the National 
Loan Exhibition in aid of the National 
Gallery Funds, at the Grafton Galleries, 
last week, Mr. Lewis Harcourt, First 
Commissioner of Works, made an im- 
portant statement on behalf of the Gov- 
ernment. He said that under the pres- 
ent Budget it was proposed to give sen- 
sible rehef to persons who wished to 
maintain their art collections entire. In 
the' past objects of artistic interest had 
been exempt from death duties only if 
they were heirlooms or entailed. These 
exemptions, he explained, were now to 
be enlarged, and. ignoring the question 
whether such objects were heirlooms or 
entailen, in future no works of art 
would be liable to death duties unless 
they were sold for profit. 

In this way the Govern ment hope to 
persuade our great collectors to retain 
their art collections, though in view of 
the "insatiable demand of new and rich 
countries,'' to which the Cabinet Min- 
ister referred, it is generally felt here 
that the remission of death duties, 
though a wise policy, will not be suffi- 
cient to restrain British owners of mas- 
terpieces from accepting tempting of- 
fers from abroad. In many well-in- 
formed quarters it is thought that this 
speech was in the nature of a "feeler'' 
for a government prohibition on the sale 
and export of art treasures, a legislative 
step that has already been foreshadowed 
in these columns and to-day seems not 
so far from actual accomplishment. 

Mr. Arthur Balfour, M. P., leader of 
the Opposition, also made a speech at 
the opening of this exhibition, and 
after referring tc the enormous increase 
in the pecuniary value of fine examples 
of the greatest old masters gave it as 
his. deliberate opinion that the, time was 
coming when the Government would 
have to decide whether it would not 
have to increase the amount which the 
state gave toward_art treasures. 

These speeches, .coming from respon- 
sible leaders of iDOth political parties, 
have aroused great interest in art cir- 
cles here, as they show that our rulers 
are at last awake to the extent to which 
this'' country had been drained of art 
treasures during recent years.- The new 
art tariff in the United States is thought 
likely to conduce to the exporting of 
these works on a still larger scale, and 
opinion is rapidly veering round to the 
view that the only logical step to pro- 
tect and retain our masterpieces still; 
in private collections is the enactment 
of some statute restraining their expor- 
tation similar to those in force in Italy 
and other European countries.

This work 
which was painted some time ago is a 
fine example of Mr. Rothenstein's art 
and shows traces of Goya's influence. 
Mr. Rothenstein is one of the foremost 
of our younger painters and his influ- 
ence on his juniors has been compared 
to that of Ford Madox Brown on his 
contemporaries in the middle of the 
last century. 

Among the features of the 132d ex- 
hibition of the Royal Society of British 
Artists which opened recently in Suf- 
folk Street is a strongly characteristic 
portrait of the president (Alfred East) 
from the . brush of Philip Laszlo.

PARIS LETTER. 



POLAND SPRINGS (Me.) 



There is a tendency to do away with 
the giving of gold, silver and bronze 
medals at some American art exhibitions, 
and to substitute for these marks of dis- 
tinction. What might be termed "pur- 
chase prizes" — to purchase for the per- 
manent collection of the society or mu~ 
?eum holding the exhibition, one or more 
paintings annually — sometimes at the dis- 
cretion of the exhibition authorities or 
by popular vote. The former method is 
no doubt to be preferred, for "vox populi, 
vox dei," does not seem to apply to art 
matters. A much better exhibition, as 
far as quality is concerned, can be got- 
ten up if the contributing artists know 
that the organizers of the exhibition are 
ready to purchase representative works 
annually, and the sale of a contribution 
would be preferred by the average artist 
to even a gold medal. Poland Springs, 
Me., has just closed its annual art exhi- 
bition, and the organizers have purchased 
Frank ^W. Benson's "In the Spruce 
Woods," Leon Dabo's "The Hudson 
River" and Alice H. Annan's "Old Que- 
bec" for the Poland Springs permanent 
collection. 



Paris, Oct. 13, 1909. 
, The works shown at the Grand Palais 
are so numerous that only the very best 
exhibits can be sanctioned; to tell the 
truth, there is a widespread feeling that 
the Salon d'Automne is deteriorating, and 
that the best among the 580 artists rep- 
resented here will secede in some two or 
three years, to start a new salon of their 
own, called the Salon d'Ete, and leave 
behind the uninteresting crowd of worth- 
less followers. 

There is wonderful light in M. Allu- 
aud's sober landscapes, and M. Jacques 
Blot's juvenile audacity, though not alto- 
gether original, is really amazing. Girieud 
does not seem to have niade any prog- 
ress, while Van Dongen's several can- 
vases are sadly old-fashioned, and Her- 
mann Paul's contributions are not truly 
representative. Georges d'Espagnat's 
compositions are remarkably comprehen- 
sive; there is too much eccentricity and 
not enough power in Lempereur's 
themes, while Marcel Fournier's Spanish 
scenes strike one as very virile, and La- 
prade's Roman remembrances as very sin- 
cerely felt and lovingly rendered. La 
Villeon has a magnificent landscape, and 
Borchardt's "Portrait de B. Naudin" is 
very penetrating. Among the American 
exhibitors, to whom I hope to concentrate 
the best part of my next letter, Geo. Ober- 
tetiffer seems to have won for himself a 
prominent and certainly well-deserved 
place. I shall also give a few lines, in 
my next letter, to the statuary section, 
which contains beautiful exhibits to- 
gether with hideous contributions, and 
to the Italian section, which is well 
worth a special mention. 

The Hotel Drouot is waking up after 
the long summer vacation; 

A rather important sale conducted 
the other day by M. Picard produced 
59.816 frs., 4,000 of which were paid 
for a few books and engravings. An 
armchair of the Louis XV. period was 
knocked down for 700 frs., an old 
rame for 980, and a tapestry of the 
XVIIIth century, known as "La Cueil- 
lette," for exactly 5,000 frs. 

It is very likely that the jewels of 
Abd-el-Aziz, the deposed Sultan of Mo- 
rocco, will come under the hammer at 
an early date. The sultan, who has 
been in need of money, last year in- 
duced the Paris "Mont-de-Piete," or 
official pawnshop, to loan him a sum 
of 1,200,000 frs. on his priceless collec- 
tion of gems ; but the year is now up 
and the interest is still due; hence the 
threatened sale by auction of Abd-el- 
Aziz' diadems and collars, diamonds, 
emeralds and sapphires. 

Valuable chairs and seats of the Louisi 
XIII. period were sold yesterday at the 
Hotel Drouot, while paintings by De- 
lacroix and Corot were dispersed at a 
public sale at St. Mandee, near Paris. 

The Ennery collection, which Js on 
view at 50 Avenue du Bois de Boulogne, 
will be dispersed on October 31, among 
several museums in Paris and the French 
provinces. The Devambez Gallery is at 
present holding an interesting exhibition 
of drawings by Rodin, while the Musee 
Galliera is already getting ready for an 
exhibition of artistic glass and crystal 
work in May, 19 10. 

M. Etienne Bourgey, the well-known 
numismatist, is' satisfied with the season 
and trusts that the coming business ses- 
sion will prove extremely brisk. He has 
secured extremely rare specimens of Ro- 
man coins and medals which would be a 
credit to any museurii worth the name. 
M. Mihran Sivadjian is back in Paris 
with marvelous specimens oi Greek 
statuary.

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A TRAVESTY— NOT A TARIFF. 



Our prediction, uttered at the time of 
the promulgation of the provisions of 
the new Art Tariff last Summer, that 
it would lead to all kinds of contro- 
versy, confusion, delay and trouble, has 
been more than justified, as was seen 
by the story in our news columns last 
week, entitled, "Old Master Held Up 
by Joker.'' 

Not old masters alone, but modern 
pictures and sculptures, art objects, por- 
celains, tapestries, furniture, etc., are 
piled up in hopeless confusion in the 
bonded warehouses and appraisers' 
stores in New York and other Ameri- 
can ports of entry. Millions of dollars' 
worth of other art property is detained, 
awaiting some solution of the present 
muddle, in the European cities; col- 
lectors, artists and dealers are fuming 
and fretting, paying duties under pro- 
test, and trying vainly to convince ap- 



praisers that Rembrandt is dead, that 
Raphael paints no more, that Corot 
painted pictures more than twenty 
years ago, that Ziem and Harpignies 
also painted further back than a score 
of years, although still living and paint- 
ing, that tapestries are art works even 
if usable for decorative purposes, etc., 
etc., and ad infinitum. 

It is all confusion worse confounded, 
and the American Free Art League 
must be proud of the result of its ef- 
forts at Washington last Winter, which 
instead of giving the country free art, 
far preferable to the present conditions, 
has only brought, confusion, loss, and 
trouble. 

Of necessity the present conditions 
cannot continue, but as we go to press 
there are no signs of relief or any sug- 
gestion on the part of the Custom House 
officials as to a solution of the dif- 
ficulties. We would advise our readers 
and patrons who may have goods held 
up in the Custom Houses and who have 
submitted all possible affidavits and 
proofs of age as to their importations, 
if they are in immediate need of same, 
to pay the old duties under protest, and 
we would further advise intending im- 
porters to wait, if possible, before in- 
voicing their articles and sending same 
over. Some change must come, and 
soon, in the present conditions. Why 
doesn't the Free Art League, of Boston, 
try and help the art interests of the 
country, out of the muddle into which 
it has plunged them ? 



RETURNING PROSPERITY. 



The value of the exportations from 
Paris to the United States for the two 
months ending October 1 last, exceed 
by seventy per cent, those for the same 
two months last year.. A good propor- 
tion of these exportations consisted of 
art works of all descriptions. This re- 
markable increase is due primarily to 
improved business conditions in Amer- 
ica over last year, while the fact that 
many buyers had held back their goods 
until the tariff question was settled, had 
also its influence. We do not believe 
that the absurd provisions of the new 
art tariff had any marked effect on the 
increase in exportations of art goods 
from France or Europe generally. The 
truth is that when business conditions 
are good here the importation of lux- 
uries is also good, and the reverse is the 
case with bad business conditions on 
this side of the water. 

The significance of the increase in art 
and other importations is the return of 
prosperity.

the Egyptian antiquities are to be ar- 
anged this winter in several rows under 
those now occupied by the Hudson-Ful- 
011 exhibition. Two hundred cases have 
been received from Egypt during the 
year, and Mr. A. M. Lithgoe, curator of 
the Egyptian department, and his as- 
sistant, Mr. Arthur C. Mace, will devote 
the winter to arranging the collection, 
which is a remarkably fine one, and 
compares favorably with those in Ber- 
lin, Paris and London. 

Mr. Herbert E. Winlock, of the mu- 
seum, will soon leave for Egypt, to su- 
pervise the excavations at Kharga, 
where the museum has the exclusive 
right to excavate an old temple built by 
Darius of Persia, and a Coptic cemetery 
used by the early Christians. Excava- 
tions will also be continued at Lisht, 
where many remains of ancient civiliza- 
tion have been found. 

Through the co-operation of Messrs. 
Rutherford Stuyvesant, Clarence H. 
Mackay, and Bashford Dean, the mu- 
seum has secured for the coming year 
the services of Mr. Daniel Tachaux, of 
Paris, a skilled armorer, who will make 
the necessary repairs in the collection 
of arms and armor. Mr. Tachaux will 
bring his instruments with him, some 
of which have been used by generations 
of armorers. There are no less than 
two hundred varieties of hammers, all 
having their specific names, names 
which, by the way, are unrecorded and 
are nearly extinct.

BOSTON. 



A small exhibition of water colors by 
Miss Helen Nicolay of Washington was 
opened recently in the gallery of the 
Farnsworth Art Building, at Wellesley 
College. The sketches show character- 
istic architectural details of groups of 
buildings in Italy, Egypt, Spain and 
Germany. Especially suggestive and 
charming are the views of Bellagio and 
the little winding road leading to the 
gate of Assisi, relieved against the high 
slopes of Mount Subasio. In the tem- 
ple of Rameses III. the feeling of desert 
solitude is suggested in the great and 
ancient forms in strong sunlight, unre- 
lieved by vegetation, against a cloud- 
less tropical sky. The Temple of Paes- 
tum shows a characteristic early Greek 
building in impressive ruin. A group of 
brief notes of Algiers is interesting in 
showing how little is sufficient to sug- 
gest the first impression of a city or the 
distinctly foreign flavor of a street 
scene. Three views of tire Alhambra 
emphasize the formidable fortress-like 
exterior in contrast to the grace and 
lightness of the Court of the Oranges. 
Among the Spanish examples the view 
of Burgos is interesting, indicating in 
the ornate cathedral tower the modifi- 
cation which Gothic underwent on 
Spanish soil. The distinctly northern 
feeling both of color and form is de- 
lightfully rendered in the gray houses 
and cloud-patterned sky of Rothenberg. 

Henry H. Gallison has been invited 
by the director of the Art Institute of 
Chicago to send a group of eight of his 
nost important paintings to the twenty- 
second annual exhibition of oil paint- 
ings and sculpture which opens next 
Tuesday afternoon. The pictures will 
be hung in a group. 

CuUen Yates is painting near Wil- 
mington, Del. Fie expects to stay there 
as long as the weather will permit out 
of door work. 



OBITUARY. 



Francis Lathrop. 

Francis Lathrop, an artist of this 
city, died on October "18 in his 'sixty- 
first year at his home on Woodcliffe 
Lake, N. J. Until a year ago Mr. 
Lathrop made his home at 29 Wash- 
ington Square. Mr. Lathrop was born 
at sea near the Hawaiian Islands, the 
son of Dr. George Alfred and Frances 
M. Lathrop. He was educated abroad, 
first in Dresden, Germany, and later in 
London. 

Mr. Lathrop was a pioneer artist in 
church decoration in America and con- 
tributed a part of the decoration of 
Trinity Church, Boston. Probably his 
best known work is the painting, "The 
Second Coming of Christ," in the sanc- 
tuary of St. Bartholomew's Episcopal 
Church, Madison Avenue and Forty- 
fourth Street, this city. This is one of 
the largest mural paintings in America. 
The artist was five years in completing 
his task. In the painting are 130 figures. 
The decoration cost St. Bartholomew's 
$65,000. 

Mr. Lathrop also decorated the music 
room of the Fifth Avenue home of the 
late C. P. Huntington, and he is repre- 
sented by mural paintings in several 
churches and hospitals in the city. He 
has also made many designs for stained 
glass windows in churches. 

Recent work by Mr. Lathrop in- 
cludes a series of medallions for the 
Hispanic Museum of New York. These 
medallions represent great heroes and 
historical characters and they form part 
of the decorative scheme of the museum 
walls. 

He was widely known in art circles 
and was an associate of the National 
Academy of Design. Mr. Lathrop was 
also a member of the National Society 
of Mural Painters, of the Architectural 
League and the Century Association, 
and of the National Institute of Arts 
and Letters. Mr. Lathrop received 
gold and silver medals at Philadelphia 
in 1889 and at the Pan-American Ex- 
position, Buffalo, in 1901.

BOOK REVIEW. 



Art in Great Britain and Ireland, by 
Sir Walter Armstrong, Director of the 
National Gallery of Ireland (New 
York: Charles Scribner's Sons, 
MCMIX). 

This book, the first of a series on art 
in different countries, is a condensed 
history of art in Great Britain and Ire- 
land, from primitive times to the pres- 
ent day, and is profusely illustrated, 
some' of the pages containing as many 
as four small pictures. 

Not only are the greater arts dealt 
with, but "^a chapter entitled, "Certain 
Minor Arts," includes needlework and 
illuminating, carving in ivorv^ work in 
various metals, and etching and engrav- 
ing- 

A complete index to the text, and one 
to the illustrations, and a bibliography 
at the end of each chapter, add to the 
usefulness of the volume as a reference 
book.

Perhaps the inpst interesting thing in the 
sale, as well as one of the rarest, is "Flore 
et Zephyr Ballet Mythologique," Thack- 
eray's first attempt at independent author- 
ship. It appeared simultaneously in Lon- 
don and Paris in 1816. This copy is the 
London publication. Thackeray at the time 
was in his twenty-fifth year. It is a small 
folio, full maroon morocco, gilt top, and 
consists of eight plates, entitled "Scenes in 
the Life of a Ballet Girl," and a wrapper on 
which is a picture of Flore. The drawings 
are lithographed by Edward Morton, son 
of the author of the play "Speed the 
Plough." In each corner is the monogram 
W. T. All the plates and the wrapper are 
inlaid. The little work had a very limited 
sale, hence its rarity. It is the Augustin 
Daly copy, which sold in 1900 for $420. 
No copy has since appeared in the American 
auction houses. Another scarce work is 
Thackeray's "Second Funeral of Napoleon: 
and the Chronicle of the Drum," by Mr. M. 
A. Titmarsh, London, 1841. It contains at 
the end of the leaf of the advertisement 
"Preparing for Imm,ediate Publication Din- 
ner Reminiscences by Mr. M. A. Titmarsh." 
^ There is also a copy of one of the rarest 
of Thackeray's works, "Comic Tales and 
Sketches, Editfed and Illustrated by Mr. 
Michael Angelo Titmarsh, Author of *The 
Paris Sketch Book,' etc." It is in tw6. vol- 
umes, 8vo., and was published in London in 
1841. It did not sell well at first, but after 
"Vanitv Fair" made Thackeray famous the 
stock of the "Comic Tales and Sketches" 
was looked up, and a new title page was 
printed, describing him as the author of 
"Vanity Fair." The present copy is the 
genuine first edition, and is in binding by 
Zaehnsdorf.
